ARMAND  LALIBERTE 

January  15, 1932  -  January  14, 2002 

Armand  served  on  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board,  Bud- 
get Committee,  the  Hydroelectric  Committee,  and  as 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds.  Prior  to  his  retirement,  he  was 
an  engineer  with  Raytheon  Corporation  in  Andover. 
Armand  and  his  wife,  Joan,  have  three  daughters  and  a 
son.  Armand  was  a  gentle  person  dedicated  to  serving 
God,  family,  and  community.  The  Rollinsford  Master  Plan 
and  the  Town's  Planning  Ordinance  bear  the  clear  im- 
print of  Armand's  tireless  efforts  to  revise,  organize  and 
edit  these  documents  over  more  than  20  years.  His  keen 
analytical  mind  enabled  him  to  make  many  insightful  con- 
tributions to  the  community  organization  on  which  he 
served.  He  was  a  valued  member  of  the  Town's  Hydro- 
electric Committee  in  the  late  1 970s  which  laid  the  ground- 
work for  getting  Federal  approval  for  the  Town's  Hydro 
Plant  that  has  been  operational  since  1983.  Most  re- 
cently, while  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Trust  Funds,  he 
used  his  analytical  ability  and  computer  skills  to  develop 
software  to  maintain  Trust  Fund  records.  He  also  spent 
countless  hours  during  the  last  two  years  upgrading  the 

cemetery  records  system  on  the  computer.  He  was  a  model  community  volunteer  and  friend  to  all  he  served 

with.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Rollinsford  has  been  a  "calm  oasis"  of  slow  growth  in  the  rapidly  growing  coastal  area  of  New 
Hampshire.  Between  1990  and  2000,  the  population  in  Rollinsford  increased  by  only  3  people.  Even 
though  citizens  cherish  our  rural  open  spaces  and  quality  environment,  events  in  the  state  and  nation 
outside  of  the  Town  generated  serious  budget  impacts  for  local  government  during  the  year.  In  response 
to  the  slowing  growth  of  the  national  economy,  Chairman  Greenspan  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Banking 
System  began  a  series  of  interest  rate  reductions  in  January  2000.  While  cheered  by  stock  market 
investors  and  many  businessmen,  low  interest  rates  reduced  interest  income  of  CD  accounts  held  by  many 
retired  persons.  Likewise,  declining  interest  rates  have  reduced  the  annual  returns  on  the  Town's  trust 
funds  and  short  term  investments  by  more  than  50%  during  the  year. 

The  slowing  economy  and  rising  local  unemployment  has  lead  to  a  rise  in  local  welfare  claims. 
The  proposed  budget  for  2002  includes  a  request  for  a  $25,000  increase  in  local  welfare  funds.  The  high 
rents  associated  with  the  local  housing  shortage  cause  unemployment  to  be  a  major  crisis  for  citizens  and 
local  governments  that  must  provide  temporary  financial  assistance.  A  major  slow  down  in  the  economy 
would  cause  a  real  financial  crisis  for  local  government  budgets.  The  expected  increase  of  elderly 
population  in  the  county  in  the  next  few  years  will  also  place  a  growing  financial  burden  on  the  county 
budget  for  the  nursing  home  and  other  elderly  services. 

During  2001  the  Highway  Department  bid  farewell  to  Ron  Carignan  who  returned  to  private 
sector  employment  after  serving  as  the  Road  Agent  for  1 1  years.  Craig  Chabot,  who  stepped  into  Ron's 
shoes,  as  the  acting  Road  Agent,  has  been  learning  to  respond  to  the  public  in  a  responsive  and  effective 
manner.  Clement  Road  was  renovated  and  resurfaced  in  2001.  A  major  washout  on  Beccaris  Drive  in  early 
2000,  required  a  $22,000  emergency  expenditure  of  highway  funds  that  had  to  be  diverted  from  the 
road  resurfacing  program.  The  2002  proposal  for  highway  projects  would  cover  storm  drain  work  on 
General  John  Sullivan  Way,  road  renovation  on  Sligo  Road,  and  sidewalk  repair  in  the  village  area. 

The  new  fire  truck  is  expected  to  be  delivered  by  April  2002.  The  ceiling  insulation  has  been 
installed  in  the  fire  station  and  a  new  more  efficient  oil  burner  should  help  save  fuel.  The  exterior  doors  and 
trim  on  the  fire  department  will  be  painted  in  the  spring.  The  new  Police  cruiser  has  been  ordered  for  spring 
delivery. 

The  renovation  of  the  first  phase  of  the  Town  Hall  should  finally  be  completed  in  2002.  The 
emergency  generator  has  been  installed  in  the  small  building  adjacent  to  the  entrance  to  the  police  station. 
The  contracts  to  build  the  new  building  entrance  from  the  parking  lot  were  approved  in  January.  The 
entrance  will  include  a  handicap  lift.  Mick  Construction  started  the  site  work  for  the  entrance  in  early 
February.  Howard  Hammond  will  construct  the  building  entrance  structure  as  soon  as  Mick  Construction 
completes  the  foundation  work.  Legal  discussions  with  contractors  regarding  the  renovation  project 
problems  continued  in  early  February  2002.  The  next  phase  of  the  renovation,  which  is  the  renovation  of 
the  upper  floor,  approved  to  be  financed  by  $50,000  private  donations,  will  be  addressed  once  the 
current  renovation  projects  are  completed. 

The  2002  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  includes  a  $40,000  appropria- 
tion to  dismantle  the  Colonel  Wentworth  House  in  Dover,  Massachusetts  and  return  it  to  Rollinsford.  The 
Historic  Committee  has  requested  that  the  Town  lease  land  off  Jesse  Doe  Road  to  serve  as  the  site  of  the 
Wentworth  house.  The  site  would  return  the  house  to  a  site  near  its  original  location  off  Church  Street. 
Funding  for  the  $40,000  would  be  secured  by  not  placing  funds  in  the  Land  Trust  Fund  in  2002  and  by 
delaying  establishment  a  property  revaluation  trust  fund  until  2003.  The  State  has  scheduled  Rollinsford 
for  property  revaluation  in  2005. 


The  Board  of  Selectment  bid  farewell  to  Edgar  Ross  in  2001  and  welcomed  Mike  Rhode  to  the 
Board.  While  Edgar  is  enjoying  "retirement",  his  wife  Phyllis  Ross,  continues  to  do  a  great  job  serving  as  the 
Town  Hall  custodian. 

Once  again,  the  Selectmen  express  their  appreciation  to  Town  employees,  the  many  volun- 
teers who  staff  our  standing  committees,  the  Fire  Department  volunteers,  the  Cemetery  Trustees,  those 
who  made  the  new  park  and  entrance  sign  a  reality,  those  who  work  with  our  youth,  and  others  who 
served  without  notice  of  public  recognition.

Are  you  in  favor  of  repealing  and  reenacting  section  6.9A  of  the  Roilinsford  Zoning  Ordinance,  relating 
to  the  table  of  permitted  residential  uses,  in  conformance  with  the  revision  posted  by  the  Planning  Board  and 
discussed  at  a  public  hearing  held  on  January  22,  2002? 

This  amendment  would  have  the  effect  of  revising  and  updating  a  portion  of  the  "table  of  uses"  within 
the  Roilinsford  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Planning  Board  has  submitted  this  amendment  and  favors  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Are  you  in  favor  of  amending  sections  8.1.1  and  8.1.2  of  the  Roilinsford  Zoning  Ordinance,  adopting 
new  section  8.1.3  and  repealing  and  reenacting  section  8.3  of  the  Roilinsford  Zoning  Ordinance? 

These  amendments  would  amend  the  "special  provisions"  relating  to  single  family  dwellings,  multiple 
dwellings  and  housing  for  older  persons  to  conform  them  to  changes  in  the  definitions  proposed  in  questions 
1-3  above.  The  adoption  of  section  8.1.3  would  clarify  the  provision  relating  to  the  renting  of  rooms  to 
require  site  plan  review  and  to  establish  a  numerical  limitation  in  the  number  of  persons  to  whom  rooms 
could  be  let.  The  amendment  of  section  8.3  would  clarify  that  such  developments  require  all  state  and 
federal  permits  and  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  related  to  multiple  dwellings.  The  Planning 
Board  has  submitted  this  amendment  and  favors  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  a  proposed  new  definition  that  would  be  codified  at  section  2.38A  of  the 
Roilinsford  Zoning  Ordinance? 

This  amendment  would  define  "new  development"  for  purposes  of  enabling  better  administration  of 
the  impact  fee  ordinance.  The  Planning  Board  has  submitted  this  amendment  and  favors  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Are  you  in  favor  of  repealing  and  reenacting  section  2.23A? 

This  amendment  would  clarify  that  in  some  instances  impact  fees  could  be  charged  for  the  cost  of 
upgrading  the  Town's  wastewater  treatment  system.  The  Planning  Board  has  submitted  this  amendment 
and  favors  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  a  new  ordinance  provision  relating  to  impact  fees  that  would  be  codified 
at  section  13.10  of  the  Ordinance? 

This  amendment  would  clarify  that  the  Town  may  charge  other  lawful  fees  in  addition  to  the  impact 
fees  authorized  by  state  stature  and  the  Roilinsford  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Planning  Board  has  submitted 
this  amendment  and  favors  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  X 

Are  you  in  favor  of  repealing  section  6.8  of  the  Ordinance  and  reenacting  it?  Section  6.8  of  the  Roilinsford 
Zoning  Ordinance  was  "reserved"  when  the  ordinance  was  first  adopted. 

This  amendment  would  add  a  section  to  clarify  the  legal  authority  granted  to  the  Planning  Board  by 
state  statute  to  deny  certain  applications  found  to  constitute  "scattered  and  premature "  development.  The 


Planning  Board  has  submitted  this  amendment  and  favors  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  XI 

To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  XII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  equal  to  all  revenues  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($50,000)  that  may  be  received  from  the  Hydro  Electric  Plant  to  be  placed  in  the  Town's  Hydro 
Electric  Fund.  (The  first  $50,000  or  any  lesser  amount  that  may  be  received  will  be  used  to  offset  against 
Town  Budget  expenditures). 

ARTICLE  XIII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  and  withdraw 
the  same  from  the  Land  Trust  Fund  to  finance  land  survey  and  related  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  in 
assisting  private  land  owners  who  donate  Conservation  Easements  and/or  participate  in  the  Land  Conserva- 
tion Investment  Program  (LCIP). 

ARTICLE  XIV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000)  to  be  added 
to  the  Town  Equipment  Reserve  Fund  previously  established,  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  to  be  added  to 
the  Fire  Station  Building  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee 
recommend  this  appropriation,  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XVI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  to  build  up  to  400  feet  of 
roadway  and  utilities  on  Town  land  (Lot  2-14-1).  The  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  would  be  derived 
from  sale  of  subdivided  land  from  Town  lot  2-14-1.  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XVII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  to  construct  sewer 
lines  and  a  lift-pump  station  to  provide  future  sewer  service  to  the  mini-industrial  park  and  future  highway 
facilities  at  the  transfer  station.  (Revenue  to  fund  this  construction  will  come  from  lot  sales  in  the  mini- 
industrial  park  and  surplus  funds.) 

ARTICLE  XVIII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  for  road  reconstruction 
and  drainage  upgrades,  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XIX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  sixty-five  hundred  dollars  ($6,500)  for  recycling  equipment  at  the 
Transfer  Station  (metal  roll  off  containers),  (majority  vote  required). 

ARTICLE  XX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  forty-eight  hundred  dollars  ($4,800)  for  cemetery  capital  improve- 
ments, (majority  vote  required) 


ARTICLE  XXI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  for  a  cruiser  video  camera.  (50%  of 
cost  to  be  reimbursed  by  State  Grant) 

ARTICLE  XXII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  to  dismantle  and  move  the 
Wentworth  Mansion  back  to  Rolllinsford  from  Dover,  MA  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XXIII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Wentworth  Mansion  to  be  relocated  on  part  of  Tax  Map  1 0  Lot 
14.  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XXIV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  to  transfer  all  town 
interests  in  the  Wentworth  Mansion  to  a  nonprofit  Wentworth  Mansion  trust  and  to  authorize  a  99  year 
lease  for  a  portion  of  Lot  14  on  Tax  Map  10  to  the  nonprofit  Wentworth  Mansion  Trust,  (specific  area  of 
house  site  to  be  determined  by  survey  funded  by  the  Wentworth  Mansion  Trust),  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XXV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  Wentworth  Mansion  Trust  Fund  to  hold  any  donations  that 
may  be  received  for  the  reconstruction  and  maintenance  of  the  Wentworth  Mansion.  Selectmen  would  be 
authorized  to  transfer  funds  accumulated  in  the  Trust  to  the  nonprofit  Wentworth  Mansion  trust  after  it  is 
approved  by  the  State,  (majority  vote  required) 

ARTICLE  XXVI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  million  four  thousand  three 
hundred  nineteen  dollars  ($1,  004,319)  which  represents  the  operating  budget.  Sum  does  not  include  prior 
capital  articles  addressed. 

ARTICLE  XXVII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder,  the  surplus 
equipment  and  vehicles  owned  by  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  XXVIII 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

ROLLINSFORD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

We  have  been  in  the  renovated  space  for  almost  two  years,  and  I  am  still  in  amazement  every  day 
when  I  think  about  the  room  we  have  to  work  with  now.  The  emergency  generator  has  been  installed  and 
we  are  awaiting  the  electrical  hookup. 

Once  again  we  saw  personnel  changes;  Officer  Jacob  Moore  left  the  Department  for  the  Rochester 
Police  Department  in  November.  Officer  Scott  Stephens  and  part-time  officer  David  Pridham  left  for  the 
North  Hampton  Police  Department,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Officer  Stephens  returned  September 
1.  As  of  this  writing  we  have  one  full-time  and  two  part-time  positions  unfilled,  but  we  are  in  the  selection 
process  now  to  fill  these  positions. 

2001  was  a  very  busy  year  for  us.  Our  calls  for  service  increased  from  the  prior  year.  With  a  reduced 
staff  throughout  the  entire  year,  and  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  police  investigation  time,  routine 
patrol  saw  a  significant  reduction  in  the  number  of  hours  the  officers  spend  patrolling  the  Town  and  acting 
as  a  deterrent.  As  a  result  I  believe,  we  saw  a  significant  number  of  increases  in  traffic  accidents,  and 
crimes  involving  juveniles  and  young  adults,  which  are  usually  deterred  to  a  limited  degree  by  police 
presence  through  a  proactive  patrol.  Additionally  the  complaints  from  citizens  concerning  speeding  and 
erratic  operation  of  motor  vehicles  continues  to  increase. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  major  crimes  saw  a  reduction  this  year,  the  first  time  in  many  years. 
Listed  below  are  some  of  the  stats  for  2001. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Rollinsford  for  allowing  me  to  serve  them  for  the  last  21  years.  It  has 
been  rewarding  and  I  look  forward  to  many  more  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Rollinsford.  I  wish  to 
thank  all  the  town  officials,  elected  and  appointed,  members  of  the  highway  and  fire  departments,  town 
committees,  and  members  of  the  Rollinsford  Grade  School  community  for  their  past  and  continued  support 
of  the  Rollinsford  Police  Department. 

We  are  committed  to  providing  the  best  service  possible  to  the  citizens  of  Rollinsford.

In  the  year  2001  the  townspeople  at  the  Town  Meeting  gave  approval  for  the  Department  to 
purchase  a  new  fire  engine.  The  fire  engine  was  ordered  in  April  2001  and  we  will  take  delivery  anytime 
between  February  and  April  of  2002. 

The  staffing  continues  to  be  at  full  strength  with  all  firefighters  State  of  New  Hampshire  certified. 
Fifteen  of  the  firefighters  are  also  National  Register  Emergency  Medical  Technicians. 

After  the  9-11-01  tragedy,  our  Department  has  had  several  training  courses  in  Anthrax  and 
hazardous  material  handling.  We  will  also  be  participating  in  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Decontamination  Drill 
with  Dover  Fire  Department,  which  will  be  sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Emergency  Management 
Agency. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  Fire  Department  for  their  long  hours  and  dedication 
to  the  Town  of  Rollinsford.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  residents  that  have  continued  to  give  their 
support  to  the  Fire  Department  in  our  efforts  of  raising  funds  to  purchase  emergency  equipment  not 
obtainable  through  the  budget.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ROLLINSFORD  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  calendar  year  2001  the  Planning  Board  granted  two  minor  lot  line  adjustments  (Applications  of 
Elfriede  Randall  and  Paul  Connolly)  and  one  subdivision  (Application  of  Charlotte  Davis). 

The  Board  received  grants  and  budget  funding  to  allow  it  to  update  the  Town's  Capital  Improve- 
ments Plan  during  the  coming  year.  It  has  been  working  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  various  agencies 
and  departments  of  town  government  and  the  Strafford  Region  Planning  Commission  to  update  the 
Capital  Improvements  Plan  in  order  to  facilitate  the  better  administration  of  the  town's  impact  fee 
ordinance. 

The  Board  also  worked  hard  this  year  to  analyze  residential  uses  permitted  under  the  "table  of  uses" 
section  of  the  ordinance.  The  "table  of  uses"  has  remained  largely  unchanged  since  the  ordinance  was 
adopted  in  1971.  The  Board's  analysis  of  this  portion  of  the  ordinance  led  it  to  propose  that  the  voters 
adopt  several  revisions  to  the  definitions,  table  of  uses  and  special  provisions  governing  residential  uses  at 
the  2002  town  elections. 

The  current  members  of  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board  include  Nancy  Carmer  (Secretary,  term 
expires  2002);  Ben  Thayer  (term  expires  2002);  Fred  Barry  (term  expires  2003);  John  Wastrom  (term 
expires  2003);  Charles  Putnam  (Chairman,  term  expires  2004);  Richard  Wasson  (Vice  Chairman,  term 
expires  2004)  and  Edmund  Jansen  (ex  officio).  Michelle  Small  serves  as  an  alternate  member  of  the  Board. 
Jonathan  Ordway  resigned  as  an  alternate  member  of  the  Board  due  to  his  change  of  residence. 

Rollinsford  continues  to  face  challenges  to  define  a  positive  vision  for  its  development  and  to 
implement  that  vision  in  workable  planning  tools.  The  Rollinsford  Planning  Board  has  tried  to  meet  these 
challenges  and  to  conduct  the  Town's  planning  functions  in  a  civil  manner  that  accommodates  disparate, 
sometimes  contentious,  viewpoints  and  formulates  a  rational  consensus  whenever  possible.  The  members 
of  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board  look  forward  to  continuing  to  work  with  the  citizens  of  Rollinsford  to 
refine  the  vision  for  the  Town's  future  and  help  make  the  vision  a  reality  through  positive  planning 
methods  and  tools.

MANAGEMENT  LETTER 

Gentlemen: 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Rollinsford  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2000,  we  considered  its  internal  control  in  order  to  determine 
our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control.  However,  we  noted  certain  matters 
involving  the  internal  control  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under 
standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accounts.  Reportable  conditions 
involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the 
internal  control  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town  of  Rollinsford's  ability  to  record, 
process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  such  as  property  and  equipment  with 
a  life  expectancy  exceeding  one  year.  The  recording  of  fixed  assets  would  fulfill  the  need  to  provide  for 
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physical  dollar  value  control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general  government  capital  expenditures 
over  the  year. 

With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined  on  an  annual  basis 
for  the  purpose  of  measuring  the  total  cost  of  governmental  services  and  evaluating  the  efficiency  of 
programs.  This  was  recommended  in  the  prior  year  report. 

Bank  Reconciliation 

During  the  past  year,  the  treasurer  didn't  reconcile  the  general  fund  checking  account.  As  a  result, 
the  cash  account  in  the  general  ledger  and  the  bank  statement  were  not  in  agreement  at  year  end.  This 
resulted  in  additional  time  being  required  by  the  auditors  to  reconcile  both  the  bank  accounts  and  the 
general  ledger. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  bank  statement  be  reconciled  monthly,  ascertaining  that  it  is  in 
balance  with  the  cash  account  in  the  general  ledger. 

Payment  of  Invoices 

It  was  noted  during  the  audit  that  the  Capital  Project  Fund  had  paid  some  vendors  without  invoices 
or  other  supporting  documentation. 

No  checks  should  be  issued  without  invoices  or  other  supporting  documentation. 

Monthly  Journal  Entries 

The  bookkeeper  prepares  monthly  journal  entries,  adjustments,  corrections  or  reclassification  en- 
tries. These  entries  are  then  posted  to  the  general  ledger. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  review  the  monthly  entries  and  sign  that  the  entries  were 
reviewed  and  approved. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal 
control  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable 
conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above.  However,  none  of  the 
reportable  conditions  described  above  is  believed  to  be  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.

SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL  AND  RECYCLING 

Average  tonnage  per  month  decreased  from  67  in  the  year  2000  to  62  per  month  in  the  year  2001. 

This  decrease  is  attributable  to  a  higher  concentration  of  lighter  weight  plastic  in  the  early  months 
of  2001. 

The  process  for  disposing  of  plastic  items  in  the  Spring  of  2001  was  changed  to  allow  the  plastic 
items  to  be  transferred  to  Waste  Management  in  large  open  containers  at  much  lower  tipping  fee  charges. 
This  savings  however,  was  partially  offset  by  additional  hauling  fee  charges. 

The  market  for  recycled  materials  such  as  books  and  magazines,  has  been  negative  throughout  the 
year,  which  means  that  we  had  to  either  pay  to  have  them  removed  or  swap  bailed  cardboard  for  them 
to  be  removed.  Whereas  this  is  not  as  good  as  the  days  in  which  we  could  sell  such  recyclables,  it  is  better 
than  having  them  put  into  the  compactor  along  with  the  household  waste  and  paying  $55.00  per  ton  to 
have  them  hauled  away. 

The  metal  market  is  in  the  same  negative  position  and  the  disposal  of  tires  has  always  been  an 
expense  for  the  Town.  Tire  disposal  however,  is  offset  by  fees  paid  by  residents. 

What  can  we  do  to  help? 

1 .  Make  a  real  effort  to  segregate  recyclables  out  of  your  household  waste.  If  in  doubt,  separate 
it  out  and  ask  a  Transfer  Station  Attendant  at  the  site. 

2.  Clearly  display  your  Transfer  Station  permit  sticker  in  the  lower  left  of  your  windshield. 

3.  Limit  your  solid  waste  and  recyclables  to  that  which  is  generated  within  the  Town  of  Rollinsford. 

4.  Encourage  businesses  within  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  to  arrange  for  rental  of  rubbish  containers 
in  accordance  with  regulations  as  stated  in  the  Town  solid  waste  disposal  ordinances. 

5.  Encourage  your  friends  and  neighbors  to  segregate  all  potentially  recyclable  items  and  to  transfer 
them  to  the  Town  Transfer  Station  along  with  their  solid  waste  items. 

It  is  easy  to  have  a  good  efficient  Transfer  Station  operation  if  we  all  work  together. 

As  always,  your  cooperation  continues  to  be  very  much  appreciated.

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THE  2001  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  ROLLINSFORD  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE 

During  the  year  2001  the  Historical  Committee  has  remained  active  with  a  variety  of  projects  aimed 
at  fulfilling  its  mission  to  promote  and  preserve  our  Town's  rich  history.  Highlights  of  the  committee's  work 
this  year  are  noted  below. 

The  committee  began  this  year,  as  last,  focused  on  completing  the  Salmon  Falls  Village  Park.  With 
the  help  of  donations  from  citizens  and  businesses,  the  committee  was  able  to  put  the  finishing  touches 
on  the  park,  including  installation  of  the  welcome  sign  and  its  stone  base,  lighting,  landscaping  and  road 
grading,  and  the  damage  caused  by  vandalism  last  year  was  repaired.  In  October  the  committee  held  a 
celebration  to  mark  the  completion  of  the  park,  and  thank  all  those  who  made  the  project  possible  through 
their  donations  of  time  and  money.  The  park  is  a  great  tribute  to  the  spirit  of  volunteerism  which  is  so 
prevalent  in  our  Town,  and  makes  this  such  a  wonderful  place  to  live. 

Organizing  educational  programs  for  the  Town  has  been  another  primary  focus  for  the  committee 
this  year.  Two  lectures  were  held  in  the  spring  relating  to  local  history  which  were  well  attended.  The 
committee  also  co-sponsored  three  walking  tours  of  the  Village  with  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
New  England  Antiquities.  People  from  around  the  State  attended  and  were  impressed  by  our  well 
preserved  1 9th  Century  mill  village.  This  past  summer  a  four  day  program  preparing  our  young  residents  to 
be  historic  role  players  was  offered  through  the  schools  Summer  Enrichment  Program,  as  well  as  two 
classes  on  historic  games  and  crafts.  Further,  as  part  of  the  Town's  Family  Day  celebration,  the  committee 
organized  a  group  of  12  volunteers  to  portray  people  from  Rollinsford's  past,  and  offered  horse  drawn 
history  tours  and  power  house  tours  in  Salmon  Falls  Village.  Fun  was  had  by  all  who  participated. 

In  October,  the  committee  learned  that  the  Col.  Paul  Wentworth  Mansion  was  slated  for  demolition. 
Built  in  Rollinsford  in  1 701  of  native  timber  by  a  member  of  the  politically  powerful  Wentworth  family,  the 
house  was  moved  to  Dover,  MA  in  1936  by  a  descendent  of  this  family.  Residents  of  our  Town  have 
bemoaned  the  loss  of  this  house  for  years,  as  it  is  one  of  the  oldest  houses  built  in  the  State  that  still 
remains  standing,  and  it  boasts  some  of  the  finest  paneling  of  that  era  ever  made  in  the  State.  The  owner 
of  the  house  has  offered  residents  of  the  Town  the  opportunity  to  bring  the  house  back  to  Rollinsford,  if 
funds  can  be  raised  to  do  so.  The  committee  felt  that  the  decision  of  whether  or  not  to  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  was  too  great  for  it  to  make  in  isolation.  Two  public  meetings  were  held,  and  many 
residents  expressed  enthusiasm  for  returning  the  house  to  our  Town. 

The  committee  will  continue  to  support  residents  in  the  coming  year  to  assess  the  feasibility  of  this 
project,  and  to  create  a  nonprofit  trust  to  manage  the  project  and  take  possession  of  the  house  should  the 
project  move  forward.  Returning  the  house  to  Rollinsford  will  require  the  hard  work  of  many  volunteers  but 
it  offers  great  opportunities  for  the  Town  to  attract  visitors,  and  promote  our  rich  cultural  heritage  to  an 
audience  beyond  our  borders. 

In  the  year  2002,  the  Historical  Committee  will  continue,  as  ever,  to  work  in  celebration  of  the 
Town  of  Rollinsford's  unique  and  important  historical  heritage.  We  hope  many  of  you  will  participate  in  one 
or  more  of  our  projects  or  program's  in  the  months  ahead.  The  committee  welcomes  additional  members. 
Anyone  interested  in  joining  the  committee  may  contact  the  chairperson  or  any  committee  member  for 
more  information.

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ROLLINSFORD  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES  2001  REPORT 

The  Rollinsford  Cemetery  Trustees  in  2001  worked  on  several  projects  in  the  New  Town  and  Old 
Town  Cemetery 

One  of  the  projects  that  was  completed  this  year  was  the  recharting  of  Section  I,  in  the  New  Town 
Cemetery.  Recharting  this  Section  consisted  of  the  measuring  of  the  lots  and  the  installation  of  pins  at 
various  locations  throughout  the  Section.  The  lot  measurements  were  then  added  to  the  Section  I  print. 
The  recharting  of  this  area  will  make  it  easier  to  locate  graves  for  digging.  In  recharting  this  area,  we  were 
able  to  create  several  new  lots.  During  the  recharting  of  Section  I,  the  Trustees  discovered  that  a  catch 
basin  was  located  within  the  boundaries  of  Section  I  and  that  it  was  preventing  us  from  squaring  off  this 
area.  The  Trustees  also  found  that  the  catch  basin  was  buried  under  a  couple  of  feet  of  sand  and  was 
inoperable.  The  Trustees  decided  to  have  it  removed  to  gain  a  couple  more  lots  in  Section  I  and  to  square 
up  this  area. 

In  the  spring  of  2001,  the  Trustees  had  a  tree  service  company  trim  21  trees  in  Old  Town  Cemetery. 
Many  of  these  trees  had  dead  limbs  and  needed  to  be  removed  before  any  damage  was  done  to  the 
gravestones  by  falling  limbs. 

Just  prior  to  Memorial  Day,  the  Trustees  had  another  section  of  roadway  in  the  New  Town 
Cemetery  regraded.  Along  with  the  regrading  of  the  roadway  that  runs  from  Silver  Street  to  General  John 
Sullivan  Way,  the  road  was  straightened  out  to  remove  an  offset  that  had  been  created  through  the 
years. 

The  Superintendent  for  the  cemeteries  informed  the  Trustees  that  he  was  noticing  a  substantial 
amount  of  traffic  crossing  through  the  cemetery.  These  vehicles  were  crossing  the  cemetery  from  the 
Silver  Street  entrance  to  the  General  John  Sullivan  Way  exit.  The  Superintendent  spoke  of  possibly  having 
a  gate  installed  at  the  Silver  Street  entrance.  The  Trustees  also  noticed  a  great  amount  of  traffic  and  we 
also  noticed  that  the  roadway  that  had  been  regraded  this  year  was  not  holding  up  to  all  the  traffic.  The 
Trustees  decided  to  install  some  type  of  temporary  barrier.  Two  posts  and  a  chain  were  installed  to  close 
off  the  entrance.  The  entrance  is  now  locked  and  maybe  opened  by  the  Superintendent  for  funerals. 

The  Trustees  also  installed  a  steel  post  in  concrete  to  mark  the  end  of  a  lot,  which  is  located  near 
the  maintenance  shed  in  New  Town  Cemetery.  This  post  was  installed  to  deter  motorist  from  crossing  over 
on  to  the  empty  lot,  causing  the  grass  to  wear  down  to  the  dirt. 

At  some  point  through  the  winter  a  corner  of  the  roof  of  the  vault  in  Old  Town  Cemetery  was 
damaged.  The  roof  and  a  section  of  molding  was  recently  repaired  at  no  charge  to  the  Town. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  would  once  again  like  to  thank  Ed  Charpentier  for  the  planting  of  some  more 
maple  trees  in  Old  Town  Cemetery.  These  trees  were  planted  to  take  the  place  of  the  ones  which  have 
died  through  the  years.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  Ed  for  the  excellent  job  he  has  done  in  removing  a  crop 
of  some  kind  of  bamboo  shoots  from  a  section  in  New  Town  Cemetery.  Ed  has  kept  this  area  mowed 
through  the  last  few  years  and  we  think  he  has  finally  conquered  the  growth  of  these  trees. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  owe  a  great  deal  of  thanks  to  Armand  Laliberte  for  the  time  that  he  put  into 
working  with  the  Trustees  on  various  lot  issues  and  the  countless  hours  he  spent  on  the  computer  working 
with  the  cemetery  data  to  make  the  Trustees  work  much  more  pleasant.  Armand  recently  passed  away, 
and  he  will  truly  be  missed  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees  and  by  the  Town  of  Rollinsford. 
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The  Trustees  need  to  once  again  this  year,  thank  Beverly  Dionne  and  Kate  Nesman  for  the  time  that 
they  put  into  dealing  with  all  the  cemetery  sales,  transfers  and  perpetual  care  updates. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  would  also  like  to  thank  the  cemetery  employees  Ron  Brown,  Dennis  Libby, 
Bill  Foxlow  and  Joe  Barry  for  the  many  hours  that  they  put  into  the  cemeteries  and  especially  around 
Memorial  Day  when  they  work  late  into  the  evenings  to  make  sure  that  the  cemeteries  will  look  their  best 
on  Memorial  Day.

SAU  56  -  ROLLINSFORD  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

To  the  voters  of  the  District: 

We  are  in  our  third  year  of  the  three-year  contract,  which  has  a  3.25%  increase  in  pay  for  the 
teachers'  salaries.  In  October  2002,  we  will  be  entering  into  negotiations.  For  our  non-contractual 
employees,  we  are  proposing  a  .75  cent  per  hour  raise.  We  are  also  proposing  to  give  vacation  days  to  non- 
contractual employees.  Requirements  are  that  they  must  work  for  the  district  for  five  years  before 
receiving  additional  vacation  days.  After  five  years,  they  will  receive  one  day  for  every  year  of  service  up 
to  and  not  to  exceed  fifteen  days.  Under  special  projects,  we  are  proposing  to  complete  the  recess  lighting 
in  the  four  remaining  classrooms  and  add  some  privacy  curtains  for  the  nurse.  All  other  proposed  projects 
were  delayed  until  we  can  have  a  feasibility  and  space  need  study  done  on  the  schools.  We  are  hoping  we 
will  be  able  to  have  this  done  before  June  of  2002. 

Strategic  Planning  is  still  going  strong,  and  from  this,  an  action  team  was  formed  to  evaluate  smaller 
class  size.  We  are  requesting  an  additional  teacher  for  the  purpose  of  reduction  in  classroom  size  in  the 
first/second  grade.  This  will  have  a  budget  impact  of  approximately  $53,000.00  for  the  first  year.  This 
dollar  amount  includes  the  teacher  salaries/benefits,  furniture  and  additional  service  for  music,  art  and 
library.  We  hope  you,  the  taxpayers,  will  support  this  request. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  volunteers  that  help  every  day  at  the  grade  school  and  the 
teachers,  principal  and  support  staff  at  Rollinsford  Grade  School,  Somersworth  Middle  School  and 
Somersworth  High  School  for  giving  our  children  their  knowledge,  wisdom  and  support  each  day.  And 
finally,  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  SAU  56  support  staff  and  the  Somersworth  School  Board.  We  have 
come  miles  together  to  make  the  education  of  our  children  the  very  best  it  can  be.  I  appreciate  the  support 
and  compassion  that  the  SAU  56  staff  and  both  boards  have  had  over  the  last  year.  I  look  forward  to 
working  with  each  and  every  one  of  you  in  the  future.

To  the  Residents  of  Rollinsford, 

The  entire  staff  at  Rollinsford  Grade  School  is  committee  to  providing  a  safe  and  nurturing  learning 
environment  where  all  children  feel  welcome.  To  that  end,  we  have  embraced  a  year  long  effort  to  impress 
upon  our  students  the  value  and  importance  of  using  manners  and  other  prosocial  skills  on  a  daily  basis. 
Each  month  a  single  word  such  as  please,  or  phrase  such  as  excuse  me  or  a  gesture  such  as  how  to  greet 
someone  appropriately  becomes  the  theme  of  the  month.  The  entire  school  meets  on  or  near  the  first  of 
the  month  for  a  school  wide  assembly  to  learn  how  to  say  the  words  in  other  languages,  hear  stories, 
poems  and/or  songs  related  to  it  and  share  personal  experiences.  These  meetings  and  this  theme  have 
brought  us  closer  together  as  a  learning  community. 

The  tragic  events  of  September  1 1  th  have  had  a  profound  impact  on  everyone.  I  know  you  would 
have  been  proud  of  the  manner  in  which  our  staff  responded  on  that  day  and  in  those  that  followed. 
Through  the  combined  efforts  of  staff,  students,  families  and  the  PTO,  almost  $3000  was  sent  to  NYC 
affected  public  schools  and  to  the  various  funds  set  up  by  the  American  Red  Cross  and  President  Bush. 

While  community  approval  continues  to  remain  strong  as  evidenced  by  the  overwhelmingly  positive 
response  each  year  in  the  Parent  Opinion  Surveys  completed  in  May  and  June,  we  are  aware  that 
Rollinsford  Grade  School  could  always  be  better.  Therefore,  we  have  formed  a  School  Improvement  Team 
whose  members  include  staff  and  community  members.  Together  we  are  using  a  model  devised  by  the 
National  Study  of  School  Effectiveness  to  critically  look  at  our  school  and  to  consider  changes  which  will 
result  in  improvement. 

Volunteerism  and  community  service  of  both  parents  and  students  remains  strong.  Because  of  her 
incredible  energy  and  commitment  to  beautifying  our  school  grounds,  Tamara  Niedzolkowski  has  trans- 
formed our  school  landscape  into  a  showplace  which  is  both  attractive  and  welcoming  to  all  who  visit  and/ 
or  attend  Rollinsford  Grade  School.  Tamara,  who  happens  to  be  an  RGS  parent  and  Master  Gardener,  has 
a  vision  for  future  enhancements  to  our  landscape.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Rollinsford  School  District 
Rollinsford,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purposes  financial  statements  of  the  Rollinsford  School 
District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2001.  These  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these 
general-purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes 
examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements. 
An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  manage: 
ment,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit 
provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted 
in  the  United  States  of  America.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  the  Rollinsford  School  District  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets. 
The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District  as  of  June  30,  2001,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally 
accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general-purpose  financial  state- 
ments of  the  Rollinsford  School  District  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
statements  listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District. 
Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general-purpose 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Mr.  Jansen  said  there  are  some  erosion  problems 
there,  and  the  Town  did  not  abandon  it,  it  is  a  public  walkway.  Michele  Small  said  she  would  like  to  amend 
the  Article  to  read,  "tree  planting  and  other  beautification  projects  on  Cross  Street,  at  the  Town  Hall  and 
the  new  Town  Hall  parking  lot".  Paula  Woolley  seconded  this  amendment.  Vote  on  amendment  to  article 
carries.  Article  XIX  as  amended  carries,  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  XX 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  summer  recreation  budget  to  thirteen  thousand  one 
hundred  eighty-one  dollars  ($13,181.00)  and  pay  for  it  with  $7,500.00  from  property  taxes  and 
$5,681.00  from  user  fees,  gifts  or  grants.  Any  expenditures  beyond  $7,500.00  authorized  by  the 
Selectmen  will  be  contingent  upon  receipt  of  the  nontax  revenues. 

Motion  made  by  Paula  Woolley,  seconded  by  Larry  Larkin  to  accept  Article  XX  as  read.  Nelson  Lawry 
asked  what  the  money  pays  for.  Larry  Larkin  answered  that  the  program  is  for  children  up  to  high  school, 
and  the  money  pays  for  five  field  trips,  salaries,  arts  and  crafts,  replacement  of  games,  equipment  and 
other  items.  The  increase  is  because  they  will  be  increasing  the  hours.  Gail  Flynn  asked  what  type  of  user 
fees  would  be  charged.  Mr.  Larkin  said  for  Rollinsford  residents  it  would  be  $35  for  a  single  child,  $50  for 
a  family,  and  this  would  be  for  six  weeks.  Ayes  carries,  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  XXI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  forty-seven  thousand 
four  hundred  fifty-four  dollars  ($947,454.00)  which  represents  the  operating  budget.  Said  sum  does  not 
include  prior  capital  articles  addressed. 

Charlie  Oionne,  seconded  by  Steve  Roberts,  moved  to  accept  as  read.  Steve  Roberts  asked  why  the 
legal  fee  line  had  increased  from  $10,000  to  $25,000.  Mr.  Jansen  explained  that  he  hoped  we  didn't 
need  to  spend  that  much,  but  we  have  two  legal  activities  that  might  end  up  costing  us  that  much.  A 
complaint  has  been  filed  with  HUD  that  the  Town  has  discriminated  against  the  elderly  and  the  handicap, 
which  has  been  investigated  and  forwarded  to  the  Justice  Department  for  further  investigation.  If  the 
Justice  Department  decides  there  is  merit  to  the  case,  there  could  be  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  spent. 
We  also  have  the  issue  of  who  is  responsible  for  some  of  the  mistakes  in  the  Town  Hall  renovation,  and 
hopefully  we  won't  go  to  court,  but  we  don't  know.  The  vote  on  $947,454.00  which  represents  the 
operating  budget  carries,  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  XXII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder,  the  surplus 
equipment  and  vehicles  owned  by  the  Town. 

Gail  Flynn  moved  to  accept  as  read,  seconded  by  Charlie  Putnam.  It  was  stated  there  are  no  specific 
items  to  be  sold  at  this  time.  Ayes  carries  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  XXIII 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting. 

Moderator  Joe  Caouette  asked  for  volunteers  for  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  which  currently 
needs  more  members.

Michele  Small  asked  what  the  Town  was  going  to  do  to  get  the  sidewalks  maintained  for  the 
children  going  to  school.  Mr.  Jansen  said  the  Town  has  a  contract  with  Salmon  Falls  Landscaping  to  plow 
the  sidewalks  from  Front  Street  to  Locust  Street,  and  from  Locust  to  the  school.  There  were  complaints 
after  one  storm  that  Locust  Street  was  icy,  but  the  contract  is  for  plowing  only  and  the  Road  Agent's 
priority  is  the  streets  first.  The  state  plows  Main  Street  and  the  snow  gets  plowed  right  on  to  the 
sidewalk.  Salmon  Falls  Landscaping  doesn't  have  the  equipment  to  handle  all  the  heavy  snow  and  ice 
being  pushed  onto  the  sidewalk.  The  Selectmen  will  talk  to  Salmon  Falls  in  terms  of  next  year's  contract, 
but  there  is  not  much  they  can  do  this  year,  although  they  will  call  and  see  if  something  can  be  done  to 
clear  the  sidewalks. 

Nelson  Lawry  said  that  in  many  communities  there  are  regulations  that  shop  owners  and  property 
owners  are  responsible  for  the  public  walk  in  front  of  their  place.  Having  these  regulations  would  be  a 
great  stride  in  handling  this  problem. 

Denise  Knowles  said  that  on  three  occasions  because  of  ice  the  buses  did  not  go  on  Sligo  Road, 
Woods  Run  and  Baer  Road,  and  was  anything  being  done  to  resolve  this  problem.  Mr.  Jansen  said  the  roads 
need  to  be  checked  by  6  a.m.  so  that  if  salt  or  sand  is  needed,  the  Road  Agent  could  be  contacted  before 
the  buses  run.  There  has  to  be  some  coordination  between  the  Road  Agent  and  the  bus  contractor. 

Concerning  the  sidewalks,  a  Woodland  Road  resident  said  we  only  have  so  much  money  in  the 
budget,  limited  equipment  and  man  power,  why  not  have  a  community  effort  and  do  it  ourselves.  Everyone 
should  clear  out  their  mailbox,  hydrants,  and  a  path  in  front  of  their  house. 

David  Larocque  asked  what  the  Town  is  doing  to  prevent  the  turnover  of  the  Police  Department, 
with  officers  leaving  to  go  to  towns  that  pay  more.  Mr.  Jansen  said  the  Town  is  spending  $270,000  on 
the  police  department,  more  per  capita  than  any  other  town  in  Strafford  County.  Rollinsford  is  always 
going  to  have  this  problem  because  any  young  officer  who  wants  to  move  upward  has  no  place  to  advance 
in  a  four-person  department.  This  year  we  are  giving  a  $2,000.00  raise  to  each  full  time  officer,  and  last 
year  they  got  a  $2,500.00  increase.  It  isn't  just  a  money  problem,  there  are  no  promotional  opportunities 
in  Rollinsford.  The  board  also  raised  the  outside  detail  rate  to  $25.00  an  hour.  Chief  Ducharme  said  one 
officer  left  for  the  State  Police  and  another  left  because  of  the  salary,  and  it  has  been  hard  getting 
applicants.  Charlie  Putnam  said  that  the  Town  could  not  compete  with  the  pay  and  opportunities  of  the 
State  Police,  and  in  his  job  market  many  towns  are  having  hiring  problems.
